78. Daring the session of the Legis- 
lative Assembly in 1S82, I did not ob- 
serve in the report of its proceedings, 
as published in the newspapers, any 
proposal of the Government to make 
provision for my services.

McK. Smith, who held my power of 
attorney to transact business for me in 
my absence, requesting him to see Mr. 
Beaven and see whether the Govern- 
ment intended to make provision for 
the payment of my services. The 
telegram that I sent to him was as 
follows: 

"Ottawa, March 30, 1882. 
"C. McK Smith, Victoria, B.C. 

"Private. See Beaven. Inquire 
whether Governmoiit propose to make 
provision for payment for my services. 
What amount? 

(Signed) , "A. DeCosmos." 

79. This was the first application 
relative to payment for my services as 
Special Agent that I made to the Gov- 
ernment, other than through Mr. 'Wil- 
son. 

80. On April 6th, 1881, I received 
from Mr. Smith a telegram, of which 
the following is a copy: 

"Victoiiia, B.C., 5. 
"Hon. A. DeCosmos. 

"Finance Minister 'says, sent you 
three thousand five hundred dollars, ac- 
counted for; one thousand dollars sent, 
not accounted for. One thousand dol- 
lars on Estimates. Knows nothing of 
salary. 

(Signed) «C. McK. Smith." 

81. I recoived subsequently from 
Mr. Smith, a letter, in which he refer- 
ed to my telegram of March 30, 1882 
(see paragraph 78), as follows: 

"Victoria, B.C., April 9, 1S82. 

# * * iij received your telegram 
about pay for your services. I called 
to see Mr. Beaven about the matter. 
* * * He said he never heard 
anything about salary, and knew no- 
thing about the matter, 'so that ended 
the matter between him and me. on 
that subject. * * * 

(Signed) "0. McK. Smith." 

£2. In the Standard report of the 
debates of the Legislative Assembly, 
on April 14th, \SS2, nine days after 
Mr. Smith, had telegraphed to mo the 
reply of Mr. Beaven to his inquiry 
about ptrympnt for my services, is the 
following statement: 

"Mr. Armstrong asked if Hon. Mr. 
DeCosmos was still acting as agent of 
the Province, and if he was still run- 
nine the Province into debt. Hon. 
Mr. Beaven replied that he was not 
aware that the Hon. Mr. DeCosmos 
was running the Province into debt, 
(hear, hear.) Mr. DeCosmos' appoint- 
ment as Special Agent of the Province 
has not been cancelled. He would 
further state that Mr. DeCosmos 
had not as yet made any applica- 
tion for payment for his services." 

8'i. I assume tnat the concluding 
sentence of the statement in the above 
report attributed to Mr. Beaven is cor- 
rectly reported; and on that assumption 
infer that the question of payment for 
ni]i services had not been lost sight of 
since Mr. Smith had enquired of him 
on the subject. 

84. On April 15th, 1882, I receiv- 
ed from Mr. Smith a telegram, of 
which the following is a copv:

To-day, from ono end of the British 
empire to tiie other, making allowance for 
the few hours' difference of time required 
hy the sun to traverse its vr.st nroa in con- 
tinuous splendor, is celebrated the birth- 
di\y of oiio of the greatest sovereigns the 
world lias over been, whether we regard 
the extent of territory over which she 
rules, a long arid successful reign, or the 
moral force which- her virtues and discre- 
tion, liavo exercised upon the world at 
largo. It is a popular idea that the sov- 
ereign of a limited monarchy, especially 
a woman, must be almost a nonentity; 
but from the circumstances of the caso 
this is almost impossible, except from lack 
of mental force. The personal interests 
of the condition aro too keen, and the 
preservation of oven the most popular dy- 
nasty. is not oxactly a thing to be left to 
chance, in these days especially There 
is always, moreover, "the fierce light 
which beats upon a throne," to keep that 
interest painfully alive 4 and though such 
a sovereign may have little nominal pow- 
er, yet as the keystone of the stato alio 
can exercieo great indirect influence. It 
is probable, therefore, that when the bio- 
graphy of the Queen comes to be written 
in aftor years these facts will become 
much more apparent than they are now. 
The colobration of to-day is ono of more 
than ordinary interest for many reasons, 
and ono is that wc cannot tell how many 
more such anniversaries there may bo in 
the futuro. Her majesty is getting into 
yoars, and her health, from an apparently 
trifling accident she lately sustained, is 
stated to be in such a precarious condi- 
tion as to excite general anxiety. Many 
ill naturod things, and some of them in 
very bad taste, have at "times boon said 
both by the press and poople of England 
regarding the Queon; but her popularity, 
based on the sterling qualities which in- 
sure respect, has never waned; and oven 
the remote prospect of anything happen- 
ing to her has become even now a source 
of national uneasiness. Nor is the cause 
for to seek; the record of the Quoeu has 
given her an influence and proatigo which 
a new sovereign, however popular, could 
not under any circumstances possess, and 
so instinctively is this felt that it has been 
amoral controlling force, the absence of 
which would be immediately apparent. 
There are life doubt many restlessdemocra- 
tic elements in England overawed by pop- 
ular sentiment under the present regime, 
that would regard the death of the Queen 
as an era marked for increased activity ; 
nonce there is a feeling among the loyal 
classes that to the many sources of 
disquieutude now in existence others 
might be added at an inopportune mo- 
ment, not only harmful in themselves, but 
tending to accelerate evil forces already at 
work. We have thus far briefly endeav- 
ored to showho w more than an ordinary 
interest attaches to the present Queen's 
birthday in order that it may bo celebrat- 
ed as something more than an ordinary 
loyal compliment to the crown, and that 
the heartiness with which the holiday is 
observed, oven in a small and isolated pro- 
vince like our own, may contain some- 
thing of the significance of a rebuke to 
those who would wish to promote disloy- 
alty and sedition in the empire. With 
the ample preparations which have been 
made for the amusement of the citizens in 
the regatta to be hold at the Gorge, back- 
ed by the presence of the officers and men 
of the war vessels now in port, the 
international base ball contest to be hold 
at Beacon Hill, not to mention the many 
other means of enjoying the holiday, and 
the fact that a high and rising barometer 
has undertaken to guarantee the most un- 
exceptionable "Queen's weather," there 
is littlo doubt that the day will be a most 
enjoyable one. In conclusion we hope 
there will bo a good display of bunting. 
To the citizens who visit us from tho Uni- 
ted States a warm welcome is extended, 
with the wish that all may onjoy them- 
selves and heartily join in the time-hon- 
ored sentiment of the occasion— "God 
save the Queen." 

TEE SITUATION. 

Tliorfe will be no legislation on the 
Island railway this session. Such is the 
brief purport of a telegram from Mr. 
Shakespeare. Yesterday we had the 
pleasure of announcing that the railway 
lands would be thrown open to settle- 
ment. From another source we learn 
that the Dominion government aro ma- 
turing a plan for taking over the dry-dock 
on the basis laid down in the Settlement 
Bill, and that in a very short timo the 
elephant will no longer be fed at provin- 
cial expense. Two points, therefore, of 
the government policy may be regarded 
as virtually disposed of in a manner satis- 
factory to the province. There remains 
tho Island railway matter alone to bo dis- 
posed of. Tho fact that in two essential 
pointB the Dominion government have 
shown they are alive to the importance 
and advantage of accepting tho principle 
of tho Settlement Bill, wil! go a long way 
to reassure doubting persons. Wo are 
strongly of opinion that Sir John Mac- 
donald's government have no intention of 
repudiating the compact and that in a 
short time it will be seen that not only 
in two, but in all throe points, the policy 
of tho local government has been 
sustained. 



ISLAND COAL LANDS. 

The reported coal famine at San Fran- 
cisco increases tho interest already felt in 
the coal lands of the island. There is 
every prospect of the combuatiblo fossil 
reaching famine rates; and as it rises in 
price the- value of lands where it ia known 
to exist is relativoly enhanced. A prov- 
ince with 2,000,000 acres of the best coal 
on the coast is destined to become rich 
and powerful; and it does not say much 
for the moneyed men of the Pacific who 
havo allowed property as valuable as the 
island railway bolt is known to be to go 
begging nine years for a customer. 
The time is rapidly approaching when tho 
belt will be appreciated at its tTue value 
and when capital seeking profitable in- 
vestment will come to regard the island 
coal lands as ofl'ering the most certain 
aveuuo to an advantageous return. Ab 
coal advances at San Francisco so will the 
island lands rise in value and the desire 
to obtain them be. proportionately in- 
creased.

THE COMMERCIAL CAPITAL. 

[From our Montreal Correspondent.) 

■ Montreal, May 9th, 1883. 

POLITICAL SQUABBLES. 

The contestation of the local Pre 
raier'a. election came to an unexpected 
conclusion by the Hon. Mr. Mousssau 
resigning his seat. The evidence for 
the prosecution was, to say the least 
of it, remarkable. Ono Andrew Le- 
ger, proprietor of Rapin's Hotel, La- 
chine; said he had been fined on two 
occasions and on a third occasion 
$20 for selling liquors without a li- 
cense. He had always been n liberal 
previous to the last election, when he 
voted "blue." '. Mir Mosseau visited 
him with Mr. WurteleJ the. Provincial 
Treasurer, and asked bini if. he were a 
liberal or a conservative. Witness re- 
plied that he could "bo either. "Did 
Mr.. Mousseau say anything about re- 
mitting the fines then?" asked Mr. 
Mercier. "As he said 'Good-bye,' to 
me," said the witness, "he' turned to 
Mr. Wurtele, and told him to do what 
hajbottfcS forjhese gentlemen (meaning 
three "tavorn keepers who had been 
fined)." The cross examination of Lo- 
ger was deferred to enable him to pro- 
duce a letter from the Provincial 
Treasurer remitting the fines/but the fol- 
lowing day Mr. Lacorte, counsel for the 
Premier announced that he had advised 
his client to resign, and on Monday the 
Superior Court pronounced a formal 
judgment annulling the election. A 
meeting of liberals was held at Mr, Mer- 
ceir's houseto discuss the question whe- 
ther the proceedings to disqualify Mr. 
Mouseau should be continued or not. 
None of the reformers being willing to 
guarantee Mr. Mercier against loss,, he 
decided to abandon this part of the 
programme, and Mr. Mouseau is once 
more a candidate for the representat- 
ion of Jacqes G'artier. 

DEATH OF EDWARD MACKAV. 

I regret to have to record the deatli 
of Mr. Edward Maekay, a gentleman 
whose name for many years has been 
ao intimately connected with most of 
our benevolent institutions, as with 
the great commercial enterprises he 
lias been so closely identified with. 
His death creates a vacancy in the 
board of directors in the Bank of Mon- 
treal. 

CONVICT REVOLT. 

A desperate revolt on Wednesday night 
last at St. Vincent de Paul penitentiary 
proved a failure only by the merest chance. 
Five convicts hoaded by a desperado 
named Leblanc opened their cell doors 
with skeleton keys and seizod one of tho 
guards whoso clothes they borrowed and 
whom they then locked up in ono of the 
cells. Leblanc dressed himself in the 
guards uniform whilo the other four con- 
victs opened all tho cells in that wing of 
the prison and invited the prisoners to 
join them in seizing the prison. These, 
however, refused to leave their cells, 
fearing failure and its consequences. The 
conspirators then waited for the guard to 
be relieved. Guard Gadbois happened 
unexpectedly to be followed by another 
guard named Couvetto who sauntered in 
leisurely with padlock in Imb hand un- 
noticed by tho convicts. Gadbois walked up 
to Leblanc mistaking him for his confrere, 
Rogers who lay stripped and gagged and 
bound in the cell and was astonished to 
And a revolver pointed at his head. 
Couvrette promptly knocked Leblanc 
down with the padlock fracturing his skull 
so severely that he iB not expected to re- 
cover. Tho other convictB quietly sur- 
rendered and guard Rogers who was found 
nearly suffocated was released. 

OLD COUNTRY SHIPWRIGHTS. 

Messrs. Allan aro bringing out a bund 
red and fifty ship laborers from the old 
country for Quebec and Montreal. The 
native ship laborers are very jealous of 
imported labor but they deny any inten- 
tion to molest the immigrants. 

INCREASED STEAMBOAT FAR2S. 

The Richelieu and Ontario Navigation 
Co. aro about to advance their passenger 
and freight rates, the former about twenty- 
five per cont., the latter about fifteen per 
cent, over last years' rates. 

AKBOli PAS MEMENTOES. 

Arbor day was very enthusiastically 
honored in Montreal, The idea of sott- 
ing apart ono day in the year for tree 
planting is one that ought to commend 
itself to every thinking person, but ex- 
perience has already shown that it will 
take something more than a proclamation 
by the lieutenant governor to impress the 
country people with the idea. And 
although it is very gratifying to find the 
arbor population setting so good an ex - 
ample tho roal success of arbor day must 
in the nature of things depend upon the 
rustics. Tho reports show that very 
little tree planting was done in the west 
orn dominion of tho province on Monday 
except in Montreal or by Montrealers. 
The tree planting in the city was not so 
remarkablo for its extent as for the cere- 
mony which characterised it. Some 000 
trees were planted in the streets and 
squares. His worship tho mayor assisted 
by the Hon. H. J. Jolly, Hon. W. W. 
Lynch, Hon. Louis Beaubien and a very 
distinguished company planted trees in 
honor of tho Princess Louise and the 
governor general in front of tho Jolly 
Olub House in Mount Royal Park. Reso- 
lutions were passed approving , of arbor 
day and subsequently sonie fifty trees 
wore planted in tho exhibition grounds 
each dedicated to some celebrity or to 
some popular institution or sentiment. 
Trees wero also planted in front of the 
city hall with considerable ceremony, one 
of them by the Press Athletic Club. Mr. 
Jolly kindly recognised how much arbor 
day must depend upon the influence of 
the press by saying that of all the trees 
planted he was most anxious that this par- 
ticular ono should flourish. The St. 
Patrick's Socioty pjanted trees in honor 
of Ireland and in memory »f tho victims 
to the ship fever at Point St. Charles, 
Tho eclat which attended tho celebration 
of the day in Montreal must havo a bene- 
ficial effect upon futuro observances 
throughout the province and the care 
monies will probably be remembered in 
the country at a time when tho planting 
of a small forest would havo been for- 
gotten. Notwithstanding the indifference 
in many rural districts lam inclined there- 
fore to regard arbor day as a success. The 
Iroquois Indians on the Caughnawaga re- 
serve wore thoroughly imbued with tho 
spirit of the occasion and devoted nearly 
tho whole day to tree planting. I inuut 
not omit to mention one very practical 
move of our corporation in setting apart a 
portion of Viger Square as a tree nursory. 

THE ltiailT TO 1ILSB. 

Tho "Recorder" mentions the right of 
a theatre goer to hiss anything that is un- 
natisfaetory. Some students created a 



disturbance at the Academy of Music last 
night because La Perfchole was substi- 
tuted for Carmen tho opera advertised and 
one of them was arrested for disorderly 
conduct. It was pleaded that La Peri- 
chole is an immoral composition and that 
tho defendant was justified in expressing 
his disapproval The '•Recorder" adopt- 
ed this view of the case and discharged 
tin? defendant.. ' The students as usual ac- 
companied their confrere to tho court and 
with difficulty maintained their gravity- 
while his honor was ascribing to them 
such a high moral tone.

Few persons can liave failed to notice 
the large number of new buildings spring- 
ing up in all parts of the city, giving such 
good proof of the confidence felt by their 
owners in the future of Victoria. Mcasrs. 
Smith & Clarke are building for Mr. 
Jones, two houses on Chatham street, be- 
tween Government and Douglas. Another 
one for Mr, Jay at his nursery on Cook- 
street, and one for Mr. W. II. Cowper, 
James Bay Mr. \V. Pearso, Fort street, 
and Mr. W. Heathorn, Rock Bay, are 
both having additions built to their re- 
spective residences. Mr. S. Gray is 
erecting a house for Mr. Shaw, corner of 
Chatham and Blanchnrd streets. It is a 
two-story house containing 8 rooms and 
has a stable and coachhouse in the roar. 
Mr. Frank Sold has had his houBe on 
Pandora street corner of Quadra, raised 
one story, increasing tho number of rooms 
to fourteen. Mr. Gray is also building a 
tine residence on Quebec street, James 
Bay, for Mr. W. Jones. It contains 8 
rooms, is built in first class style, and will 
cost probably somewhere about SIOOO. 
Dr. Powell's house on Burdett and Van- 
couver streets has nearly approached com- 
pletion. Mr. J. W, Williams has 7 5- 
roomed houses nearly finished situated as 
follows: Three on Douglas, corner of 
Fisgard, three on Blanchard, corner of 
Chatham, and one on Blanchard botween 
Fort and Kane streets. A 5 -roomed house 
is being built for Mr. J . Lovett on Rae 
streeet, corner of Blanchard, and Mr. 
White is building a residence on Richard- 
son between Moss and Cook streets. Mr. 
T. Styles is having a 5-roomed house 
erected on Johnson street between Blanch- 
ard and Quadra, builder, W, Tapson. A 
(i loomed two story houso is also nearly 
finished on Johnson street above Quadra 
for Mrs. Cooness. An extensive and 
handsome addition will be shortly made 
to the Oriental hotel, Yates street. The 
contract has . been let and the building 
will be erected on the site of the old 
Bingo restaurant. It will be 130 feet 
deep, and be li stories high. On tho 
ground floor facing tho street will be the 
dining room, about 50 feet in length with 
doors passing out. into the grand hall with 
staircase leading to first floor. At tho 
back of the hali will be the kitchen with 
extensive bake house and still further in 
the rear wood and coal sheds, etc. On 
the first floor, over the dining room will 
be two sitting rooms one measuring 10 
feet by 11 feet !l inches with bay windows 
of 4\ feet projection facing Yutcs street. 
(.In the opposite side of the passage is a 
parlor 20 feet long by J3 feet broad; also 
with bay windows. In tho rear are fourteen 
bedrooms with average measurement of 
about 10 feet by 12 feet. On the top 
floor are 18 bedrooms, two of them with 
bay windows fronting Yates street. All 
the tloors communicate with a back stair- 
case, vvith corresponding tloors of the old 
wing, The probable cost of the addition 
will bo from Sl-',0()0 to §1-1,000. An 
even more extensive improvement is 
about to lie made in the Driard House, 
all of which speak well for the increas- 
ing trad" and business prospect of Vic- 
toria.

Vigelius said that he was perfectly 
satisfied that the by-law was in a tit and 
proper slate to go before the ratepayers 
for approval, anil he entertained no doubt 
as to its successful passage, 

Coun. Wrigleswortlt felt certain that 
the ratepayers of Vates-street ward were 
unanimous on the subject and 
thought tho sooner the by-law went 
before tho public the sooner they 
would be put out of their misery. Tho 
compensation to be paid and the cost of 
fence to be erected would not amount to 
anything like what had been anticipated. 
Tho passage of this bylaw would not 
necessarily compel the council to open up 
the street but merely give them the power 
to-tako the matter up when it was thought 
necessary. He had no doubt that tho 
ratepayers in other wards would give thia 
bylaw their support, especially as tho com- 
pensation would be possibly devoted to 
the erection of a school iu James Bay 
ward. He moved that Dr. J. Trimble be 
appointed as arbitrator in tho matter. 

Coun. Shears said that as the govern- 
ment chose to leave tho amount of com- 
pensation to an arbitrator he would not 
vote against the passage of this bylaw. 
He would, however, have preferred that 
the amount of compensation had been 
named. 

His worship entered into a long dis- 
cussion and said that no action of the 
council should deprive him of his vote. 

Two or three councillors rose at vari- 
ous times but failed to silence his worship. 
He said he would speak on this question. 
The council were making a mistake and 
he would do his best to rectify it. He 
said he could vote on the question as a 
councillor and also give a casting vote and 
he should vote against the passage of the 
bylaw to-night. 

Coun. Wrigleswortlt said that the best 
thing for the mayor to do was to say at 
once that he was against this bylaw alto- 
gether. 

Coun. Wrigleswortli moved that the by- 
law pass its second reading. 

Coun. Shears moved in amendment that 
before the bylaw passed its second read- 
ing the amount of compensation required 
be named. 

Coun. Wrigleswortlt said that tho am- 
ount of compensation could not be settled 
until it had been decided whether the 
public wero io favor of the proposod ex- 
tension. 

Coun. Shears wished it to bo distinctly 
understood that it was the opinion of the 
council that the mayor had no right to 
have two votes. It had not been allowed 
last year. 

Coun. Wrigleswortli protested against 
tho mayor being allowed to have two 
votes. 

Tho mayor, in spite of opposition from 
many councillors, quoted from municipal 
act with roference to his right to have two 
votes. 

Several councillors objected to the read- 
ing as unnecessary delay ; but it was im- 
possible to ascertain the will of the ma- 
jority as his worship refused to put the 
question, 

Tho amendment was lost, tho mayor 
voting with the yeas, and the original mo- 
tion carried.

EUROPE. 

(Per Steamer O. E. St»rr.) 

Moscow, May 21. — The special em- 
bassy which will represent France at the 
coronation of the czar have arrived hero. 

Windows from which a view may be 
hod of tho principal ceremony of the cor- 
onation are being rented at prices rang- 
ing from 100 to 1000 roubles each. The 
police require persons hiring them to give 
satisfactory evidence aa to their character, 
and will permit no one to occupy windows 
until proof is furnished that they have no 
suspicious articles on their person. They 
have even forbidden tho carrying of 
glasses into buildings from which views 
may be obtained, as they fear they may 
be sham articles containing dynamite.und 
intended for bombs that may bo used 
against the czar. 

Decorations are nearly completed. 
Part of the St. Petersburg road is almost 
concealed by bunting from every window 
and house top. Coat of arms, portraits 
and monagrams of the imperial family 
and devices of welcome are displayed 
everywhere. 

Moscow, May 21, — Tho omperor and 
empress have given a reception to a spe- 
cial foreign embassies here to attend the 
coronation. The weather is tine, and the 
city presents a brilliant and picturesque 
scene. Many delegates have arrived front 
Asia. 

Berlin, May '21. — The .North German 
Gazette says the substance of Russia's 
last note to the Vatican is as follows: 
Tho government attaches special value to 
the notice of appointments contemplated, 
because it regards such notification as a 
question of the honored primary condi- 
tions of liberty between the spiritual and 
the temporal authorities. The govern- 
ment is prepared to rescind the order to 
the ecclesiastical court in regard to noti- 
fying preferments and to dispense there- 
with altogether in the case of clergymen, 
and thus remedy present inadequate pro 
visiona. In conclusion, the note alludes 
to tho attitude of Russia, and expresses 
the conviction that a settlement is to bo 
expected as soon as the curia has agreed 
to the matter. Notification of the state 
has created a sensation. Tho Gazette's 
correspondent at Rome says tho Vatican 
replied to Russia's note, endeavoring to 
return to the basis of negotiations which 
existed before the note was aent. He 
adds that Baton Von Schlcezer, in view of 
the bad impression created by the note, 
has already suggested a fresh baais. 

Paris, May 21. — Tho so-called work- 
ingmon's congress was held hero last 
evening and ended with a general fight. 
One man was stabbed and several others, 
including JofTorin, member of the munic- 
ipal council, otherwise injured. 

Paris, May 21. — The reactionary utter- 
ances of Count do Chambord lend credi- 
bility to the rumor that he intends to 
mako hia son, Don Carlos, hair to his 
claims its king of France, to the exclu- 
sion of tho Orleanist princes. 

Pauls, May 21.— There is no fear of a 
collision between Henry M. Stanley and 
DeBrazza, tho formor having evacuated a 
certain position which ho had occupied, 
under the impression that they were out- 
side of tho Mikodos territory. 

Rome, May 21. — The Papal Propagan- 
da has issued a supplemented circular to 
the Irish bishops enforcing previous in- 
junctions and containing answers to many 
priests who asked for advice on matters 
of conscience. The Propaganda will 
shortly issue a circular greeting Cardinal 
Cullentosh to Pome, lie has always op- 
posed seditious associations. 

Ea3torn Statos. 

Denver, May 21.— The charges against 
Bush, who to-day was decided not guilty 
wero brought by Tabor as the result of a 
quarrel between himself and Bush, grow- 
ing out of the refusal of Mrs. Bush to as- 
sociate with tho new Mra. Tabor, and hna 
excited a great deal of feeling against. Ta- 
bor. The general impression is that tho 
prosecution was malicious. So high has 
feeling run that the Donver club, the 
most prominent organization of the kind 
in the city, expelled Tabor, adopting at 
tho same time a resolution to the effect 
that the expulsion was due to tho fact 
that ho married a woman with whom the 
members' families could not associate. The 
significance of tho action on the part of 
(he club is marked by the fact that all the 
prominent politicians of tho city are mem- 
bers, including Senator Hill, Secretary 
Teller and H. R. Wolcott. It is under- 
stood that Bush now will hring suit 
against Tabor for $50,000 for alleged ma- 
licious prosecution. 

New Yoiik, May 21. — The "Sun" 
prints an account of a personal altercation 
between Fred Gebhardt and William San- 
ford at Dolmonico's on Sunday morning, 
in which the former was twice struck in 
the face by Sanford, and adds: "Last eve- 
ning Gebhardt dined at Dolmonico's with 
Langtry. At a table not very far away 
sat Sanford and his friends. Gebhardt 
took no notico of Sanford's presence. 
Sanford raised his voice to say that ho 
would like to have Gebhardt step out in- 
to the park with him. Sanford also told 
several persons of his acquaintance who 
were dining in the room, including Mr. 
and Mrs. Herbert Poll, that he had struck 
Gebhardt in the face the night before." 

O'Donovan Rossa and his followers 
held another secrot meeting at Clarondon 
hall yesterday. It is tho prevailing opin- 
ion among them that the British govern- 
ment does not intend to demand the ar- 
rest of Sheridan. "The political party in 
this country," said Roasa, "that has an 
eye qn tho Irish vote, will not aasist Eng- 
land in any schomo against Irishmen. 
Why, it would bo destruction and the 
cause of ondloss political and national 
fueds. " 

The largo hall of Cooper's institute was 
filled to-night on tho occasion of a meet- 
ing to ratify the action of tho convention 
of Irish societies at Philadelphia, and of 
tho formal organization of tho Irish na- 
tional league of America in this city. Tho 
interior vya^ decorated with Irish and Am- 
erican flags. Among those present wore 
Mrs. Parnell, Alexander Sullivan, presi- 
dent of tho Ivi'th national league, of Am- 
erica, TI103. Brennan, secretary of the 
league in Ireland, Colonel Frederick A. 
Conkling. John Dovoy, Patrick J . Sheri- 
dan, Dr. VV. B. Wallace and others. Pre- 
sident Alexander Sullivan urged the Irish 
in America to work for the objectu in 
view. Members of patriotic, bonevolent 
and other organizations would find the 
platform of the league broad enough for 
all to stand on. They need not abandon 
their own special work nor permit it to be 
interfered with. They need only to en- 
large their work by embracing that of the 
league. Brennan and others also spoke. 
A resolution was adopted endorsing the 
action of the Philadelphia convention, 
pledging support to the national league, 
urging the Irish to uae all their influence 
to diminish the consumption uf articles of 
English manufacture- in this country. 

A "Tribune" reporter .called on some 
well known Roman Catholic clergymen of 
this city on Saturday to ascortain their 
opinion upon the question of the papal at- 
tttlldo toward the Irish question. They 
worn unanimous in discrediting the report 



that any letter had been sent to Cardinal 
McClosky on the subject, and in regard- 
ing the statements to ill feeling with Ire- 
laud as greatly exaggerated, because 
there, as here, any communication issu- 
ing from tho Vatican would command in- 
stant obedience of the church. Tho same 
paper says editorially: "The unanimity 
with which they agree that it will be lite- 
rally obeyed emphasizes the opinion that 
Leo XIII has dealt a sharp blow to un- 
lawful methods of agitation in Ireland, aa 
well as to the fund for the benofit of Par- 
nell. The force of these utterances is 
only softened by the belief of ono priest, 
who thinks that possibly the language of 
the circular is open to a liberal cnwitTUC- 



DynaMITE has found a singular cham- 
pion in the Home Journal of New York — 
a society paper in which young ladies are 
wont to look for hints on "deportment" 
and tho fashions. Qur lady-like contem- 
porary declares with bold tongue that 
dynamite is a "potent minister of good." 
The reasons are that with dynamite one 
man can "drop annihilation on walled 
cities," and that "Jupiter, with his light 
nings, was scarcely more a master of tho 
ancient world than is the mob with its 
bomb of dynamite the avenging fate of 
modern monarchies." Those be parlous 
words to come from an organ of silken 
dalliance, but worse is to follow. "To- 
day," we are told, "the poorest Nihilist 
with his dynamite ia tin object of moro 
consideration from the Czar and his no- 
bles than would be forty thousand 
sorfa of the olden time armed simply with 
staves and forks," which ia true, indeed, 
but rather strong meat for boarding 
school misses. Hut there is hope oven iu 
dynamite. "When the first mad out- 
bursts of murder and destruction have 
cleared away, that thore will follow 
throughout the world a more ready dis- 
position on the part of Governments to 
listen to the petition of the humblest 
classes of the community, and to see that 
no burdens of unjust laws are. maddening 
them to revolt. Further, to reassure a 
startled world, the Home Journal remarks 
that in New York — where, by the way, 
our contemporary's olfice is situated — 
"happily the case is not one to call for the 
interposition of dynamite." Hence young 
ladies need not imagine that it was with 
the Object of deprecating tho wrath of the 
dynamiccurs that the Home Journal ad- 
mits it is possible that they have a case.
